TWO OF ENEMY’S 
SPIES SLAIN IN 
LONDON PRISON 


Britain 
Announces 
Action, 
Hoping To Remind Public 
Of Its Danger 


ENTRY

Officials

LONDON, Dec. IO—Two enemy 
agents, acting on behalf of Ger­ 
many, were executed a t Penton- 
ville prison in London this morn­ 
ing following their conviction un­ 
der the Treachery Act. 
The official announcement of 
the 
executions 
identified 
the 
agents as Jose Waldberg, a Ger­ 
man, born a t Mainz July 15, 1915, 
and Karl Meier, a Dutch citizen 
of German origin, born at Cob­ 
lenz October 19, 1916. 
They were apprehended shortly 
after arriving surreptitiously in 
England, the announcement said. 
Later, on November 22, they were 
convicted at the Central Criminal 
Court in London. 
It was announced the agents 
were in possession of a wireless 
transm itting set which they were 
to set up in vacant fields at night. 
They also possessed a consider­ 
able sum of money in one-pound 
sterling notes. 
Posed as Refugees 
The pair had instructions to 
pose as refugees from enemy-oc 
cupied territory, move among the 
British population and obtain in 
formation of a military nature, 
according to the announcement 
Officials added they had been 
given to believe they would soon 
be relieved by invading German 
forces. 
The announcement was the first 
public intimation of the execution 
of any enemy agents in Britain 
Absence of further official de­ 
tails aroused considerable specu­ 
lation regarding the manner of 
the youths’ "surreptitious” arrival 
in Britain. 
The general assumption was 
that they were dropped by para­ 
chute from an enemy plane. 
It 
was felt that anyone in posses­ 
sion of an object as bulky as a 
field radio would be detected at 
once on arriving a t a British port. 
Nothing was announced as to ! 
how the executions were carried 
out, but it was assumed the two I 
agents were executed by firing I 
squads. 
Authoritative British circles ex­ 
pressed belief the announcement 
would serve as a sharp reminder 
to the public regarding the danger 
of "loose talk”—particularly in 
the presence of strangers.

In 1938, 500 mil­ 
lion Reichmarks were paid out as 
church subsidies. 
The State also pays the salaries 
of pastors whose parish tax in­ 
come does not suffice. Archbishops 
reecive an annual salary of 36,- 
000 Reichmarks (about $14,400); 
bishops 21,000 Reichmarks. The 
State further maintains the theo­ 
logical faculties in the universities. 
In the army the State bears the 
expense of all spiritual services. 
Soldiers are used to build and re­ 
pair churches. 
All this is told by the German 
Library 
of Information of 
New 
York City as if it were a great ac­ 
complishment. But this is the un­ 
pardonable sin. For it is the con­ 
dition in which one is unable to 
distinguish right from wrong. 
This is not 
the separation of 
Church and State. It is the sub­ 
ordination of the Church to the 
State.

that for a modem business man or 
club woman to keep abreast of the 
tim es requires an enorm ous 
amount of reading time — news­ 
papers, magazines and books are 
all bigger and more numerous. 
For a long time oral reading re­ 
ceived the chief emphasis in the 
primary grades. Now silent read­ 
ing has to a considerable extent 
taken its place. It is difficult for 
teachers to estimate how efficient 
this silent reading is. The Year 
Book Committee on Reading rec­ 
ommends specific periods for guid­ 
ance in reading. No one knows how 
many students get into the higher 
grades handicapped by a funda­ 
mental inability to do efficient 
reading. No figures are available 
concerning the increase in the 
number of college failures due to 
reading disability. 
New Instruments 
Two new’ instruments have been 
developed — one which aids in 
m easuring accurately reading 
ability (the Ophthalm-O-Graph) 
and one which corrects and trains 
reading habits (the Metron-O- 
Scope). 
A brief description of what hap­ 
pens when you read will simplify 
an explanation of the two instru­ 
ments. 
Normal eyes read in a 
series of swift jerks, pausing at 
intervals 
(scientists call these 
pauses fixations) to focus on a 
word or group of words. 
The 
amount of print recognized in a 
single fixation is termed the span 
of recognition. 
If you are an efficient reader, 
there will be relatively few fixa­ 
tions—the average being eight to 
a ten-word sentence. An inefficient 
reader will have many more, and 
in addition will generally retrace 
in his reading (called regressions) 
to understand what has been read. 
The Ophthalm-O-Graph is a 
portable, double-barreled moving 
picture camera which photographs 
light reflected from the eyes as one 
reads. The resultant film or read­ 
ing graph reveals upon analysis 
the subject's reading habits, such 
as reading speed, fixations, span 
of recognition, and other data. The 
reader’s comprehension is also 


checked in the usual way by ques­ 
tions based on the reading mate­ 
rial. By comparison with reading 
standards, it can then be deter­ 
mined how efficiently the subject 
reads. 
The Metron-O-Scope 
The Metron-O-Scope has three 
shutters in front which open and 
close in sequence, exposing a third 
of a line of words printed on a 
reading roll which unfolds in the 
same manner as a player-piano 
roll. The subject is thereby forced 
to read correctly, for the operation 
of the machine will not permit him 
to pause excessively long or to re­ 
trace in his reading. In addition, 
the roll can be speeded up, teach­ 
ing him by degrees to increase his 
reading speed. 
Undoubtedly reading puts more 
of a strain on the eyes than the 
cinema. With the increased de­ 
mands for intelligent reading, and 
the poor old human eye remaining 
the same, there is an imperative 
demand for the movie and the 
radio to assume the obligation of 
being more educational and more 
adult. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
B.—“I would like to know the 
correct way to close large pores 
which repeatedly become clogged 
with dirt and blackheads." 
Answer—Is it possible to "close" 
pores? It is being done every day, 
so they say. The mixtures used 
arc astringents, such as alcohol, 
alum acetate, zinc sulphate, etc. 
These do act apparently in ca s­ 
ing unsightly pores, but they do 
so by causing a slight inflamma­ 
tion of the surrounding tissues 
which cover up the opening of the 
pore. As the inflammation sub­ 
sides the enlargement of the pore 
is once more evident. The masquer­ 
ade lasts for an evening and most 
people are satisfied. The only real 
way to treat enlarged pores is to 
remove the source of the inflamma­ 
tion by squeezing out the sebum 
and dirt, and using a mild soap to 
reduce the greasiness of the skin. 
Do enlarged pores ever disap­ 
pear? Yes. Many matrons who 
grieved in their youth over the 
structural defects of the skin lead­ 
ing to enlarged pores are now the 
envy of their daughters who are 
going through the same cycle.

Tuesday, 3,500 Circleville light 
consumers received $35,000 in re­ 
fund checks, brought about by city 
acceptance of a 10-year light rate 
contract w ith the Columbus and 
Southern Ohio Electric Company, 
following a 39-month court litiga­ 
tion over light rates. The refunds 
result from the difference between 
the old and the new ordinance. 
December 2, Circleville banks 
distributed $38,000 to 975 C hrist­ 
mas club mem bers in the city, 
with m erchants expecting a large 
portion of it to he spent locally 
this season. Officials a t the Third 
National Bank reported they have
